the country; and when, instead, they 
eaw the humane men who came to thelr bed- 


| sides with healing balm, they were surprised 


and completcly disarmed of all enmity. Mr. 
Wicker said bis heart never felt better than 
when he was aiding the wounded rebels, and 
he belfewed they had made good Union men 
of them. 

The Committee went to Camp Dougine on 
Friday, found most of the Tennessceans - 
Union men. They told their wants, the 
principel one being paper on, which to 
write letters home to their friends. 
Colone] Mulligan said that of ail the let- 
ters submitted to him he had condemned 
but two. Every letter betrayed the regrets of 
the prisoners that they had been deluded into 
so wicked and wrongful a rebellion, and advis- 
ing their friends, in the strongest terms, to 
return to their allegiance to the old flag. Now, 
if the citizens of Chicago can give them writ- 
ing materials, every letter they write will be 
better than a gun ehot, for it will co very far in 
making them Union men We-belicve that 
they are now at heart brothers and friends. 
Chicago was never known to falter in « noble 
conse, and she ie now cepecially called 
One or two hundred dollars will ve sufficient 
for present purposes.

We had hoped te present in this connection 
an accurate statement relating to insurwnec In 
the city previous and subsequent to the iutro- 
duction of the steamers; but owing to the 
many changes in agencics, &c., we find it im- 
possible todo so. Nearly all the insurance 
houses in the city agree that since their intro- 
duction the rates of premium on fire Ineaur- 
ance have been reduced tully forty per cent. 
The premiums paid for fire Ineurance in the 
city, in 1861, amounted to $970,900; af the 
ola rates they would have amounted to 
$452,000. Thus it will be seen that we 
have saved, in insurance premiums 
alone, or 841.060 more than 
the cost of maintaining the entire Fire De- 
partment and the original cost of the ma- 
chincry. To this amount must be added the 
lowses prevented by the Department, which 
can bardly be estiniated, aed we then shall 
bave dp adequate conception of the bencfils 
derived from our present system, which for 
completeness and «fliciency is equalled in but 
few cities In the Union.
